Alberta Federation of Labour 
President Gil McGowan says 
Mitchell Tanner's Saturday death 
could have been prevented if the

province had tougher legislation 
when it comes to operating forklifts. 

'Accidents on forklifts are very 
common here in Alberta and part 
of the problem is that the (provin¬ 
cial) government, nor many em¬ 
ployers, recognize how dangerous 
these pieces of equipment really 
are," said McGowan. 


"If we had more appropriate 
safety codes around the use of fork¬ 
lifts, this could have been avoided." 

Employment Minister Hector 
Goudreau told Metro current safety 
codes in Alberta are some of the 
toughest in Canada and already do 
the job in preventing deaths and in¬ 
juries of workers operating forklifts. 

"We're not at the stage to com¬ 
ment on whether or not all the 
rules were followed (in this inci¬ 
dent) and it's going to take a while 
to get a full report," said Goudreau. 

"We know young Albertans are 
very capable of learning and capa¬ 
ble of handling some equipment... 


but we need to find out what hap¬ 
pened here and to see if this is some¬ 
thing consistent with forklifts." 

Students at Paul Kane High 
School where Tanner attended 
Grade 10 also made a makeshift me¬ 
morial for the teen along with cre¬ 
ating a tribute page on Facebook. 

Tanner is described by students 
as an amazing guy who was always 
a good friend, say students on the 
social networking website. 

"You're the nicest kid I ever met 
and the world could use more guys 
like you," said Alex Kane in a Face- 
book wall posting about Tanner.

Trolleys, 
diesels or 
hybrids? 

Future of aging buses 
focus of city meeting

A city committee will hear recom¬ 
mendations about how to replace 
Edmonton's aging bus fleet today 
at City Hall. 

Last Thursday the Transporta¬ 
tion and Public Works Committee 
released a report suggesting the 
city could save nearly $100 mil¬ 
lion by replacing its trolley buses 
with hybrids. 

However, a separate group, Citi¬ 
zens for Better Transit, disputes the 
findings and has released its own 
counter report that suggests replac¬ 
ing diesels with hybrids instead. 

The public works report sug¬ 
gests that while trolley buses 
themselves are nearly twice as en¬ 
ergy efficient as diesel buses, 
maintenance of power lines and 
stations for the trolley systems 
cancels that advantage out. 

The report also points out that 
while trolley buses themselves are 
emission free, the electricity used 
to run them is generated by burn¬ 
ing coal. 

The CFBT report points out that 
"trolleys represented 0.006 per 
cent of total electricity demand in 
Alberta in 2006; annual growth in 
electricity demand is about five 
per cent."

Commission urges mandatory shields 


Must ensure safety 
for taxis: Mayor

All taxis in Edmonton must 
include safety shields in the 
new year, paid for by cab com¬ 
panies or drivers, recom¬ 
mends the Vehicle for Hire 
Commission after putting the 
issue to a vote with city cab¬ 
bies Friday 

About one third of the city's 
cabbies voted 72 per cent in 


favour of making shields 
mandatory, either during a 24 
hour period or during the 
night, VHC vice-chairman 
Leon Lubin told city council¬ 
lors yesterday during a com¬ 
munity services committee 
meeting. 

Lubin told councillors all 
participating drivers were 
"forewarned" that the city 
would not be paying for the 
safety shields before they 
voted. 

Drivers and taxi companies 
currently have the option to 
install the shields, but after 


putting it to a vote, the com¬ 
mission's stance on the issue 
has changed. 

Having mandatory shields 
is a must to ensure safety for 
drivers, says Mayor Stephen 
Mandel, but he adds council 
will have to decide if the 
shields will be paid for by the 
city. 

"We'll have to talk about 
that, but I think there is a va¬ 
riety of ways to pay for it," 
said Mandel. "It's like any 
business; you pay for it in your 
operating costs."

Afghan danger 
lurks at night 


Fellow soldiers say 
not much could 
have been done

A fall into an underground 
well took the life of an Ed¬ 
monton-based soldier over the 
weekend may not have been 
avoided, fellow soldiers said 
yesterday. 

Capt. Jon Snyder died over 
the weekend after falling 20 
metres down a well while on 
night patrol in Afghanistan's 
Zhari District. The wells are 
part of an irrigation network 
that the Afghan people have 
created in the dry desert cli¬ 


mate, as part of an under¬ 
ground river system. 

"I can picture myself there, 
having conducted night pa¬ 
trols in the same area, how 
difficult can be to differentiate 
shadow and terrain, even 
with the most state-of-the-art 
night vision equipment," said 
Maj. Ryan Jurkowski, who 
was a friend to Snyder. 

Jurkowski said that he 
himself had fallen into a well 
once on similar ground while 
serving in Afghanistan. 

"It happens relatively rou¬ 
tinely," he said. 

The holes can range any¬ 
where from five metres wide 
to 20 metres deep, to as small 
as one metre wide to one 
metre deep. Snyder was re¬ 


membered yesterday by 
brothers-in-arms as a natural 
leader who "epitomized mod¬ 
ern-day warrior spirit." 

"He was damn good at his 
job," said Lt. Col. Dave Ander¬ 
son, who had been Capt. 
Jonathon Snyder's command¬ 
ing officer since 2006. "This 
was not a job for Jon, it was a 
calling and was something he 
wanted to do since he was 12." 

He was on his second tour 
of duty in the past two years, 
and was assisting the Afghan 
army in securing control of the 
nation. 

"Given the opportunity, he 
would always lead his soldiers 
into harm's way," Anderson 
said.

Lucky enough to find an 
opening at the pediatric clinic, 
Shairp was able to meet oth¬ 
ers with her disability.

"It saved my life," said

After graduation, she 
moved to Edmonton and vis¬ 
ited the interim clinic at the 
Glenrose. It was determined 
that her spine was filling up 
with fluid.

Prostitutes 
still fearful 


Svekla not only 
killer in Edmonton, 
advocate believes

Paranoia still runs high on 
the streets and in the alleys 
frequented by area prosti¬ 
tutes, even though convicted 
killer Thomas Svekla will be 
sentenced for the murder of 
Theresa Innes next week. 

'Absolutely no fear has 
been alleviated out there," 
said prostitution advocate 
Cat Strachan. "Killers are still 
out there and we still don't 
have closure for over 20 fam¬ 
ilies." 

Strachan has been working 
as a prostitute for 32 years. 
She runs an unofficial 
"check-in" program for 
women currently working 
the streets, keeping her eyes 
and ears on the comings and 
goings of women, in an effort 
to keep them safe. 

She said that though 
Svekla is being sentenced for 
Innes' murder, a number of 
unsolved murders are cause 
for concern. She feels certain 
there is more than one person 
killing area prostitutes. 

"The more that they're ha-

rassed and chased around 
from every corner of the city, 
the more they leave town," 
Strachan said, adding that 
many prostitutes are choos¬ 
ing to stroll the streets of 
smaller cities, for fear of 
being killed in Edmonton. 
"The more they're harassed, 
the more bodies turn up in 
Sherwood Park. I live there, 
and don't like the idea of it 
being a graveyard." 

Thomas Svekla will be 
sentenced on Monday for 
murdering Theresa Innes and 
committing indignity to her 
body. 

Though he was tried in the 
death of known prostitute 
Rachel Quinney, whose 
naked, mutilated body he 
claims to have stumbled 
upon in a farmer's field in 
2004, there was not enough 
evidence to convict him of 
her murder.

Vote gives new 
powers to Finley 

Sweeping — and controver¬ 
sial — immigration reforms 
that will shake up the way 
Canada chooses its newcom¬ 
ers passed a final vote in the 
Commons last night. 


Bill C-50 passed 121-90 
last night despite the criti¬ 
cism of opposition parties, 
including the Liberals, who 
said they were opposed to the 
changes but didn't vote in 
sufficient numbers to actu¬ 
ally defeat the legislation — 
a deliberate move to avoid 


sparking an election. 

Under the changes, Immi¬ 
gration Minister Diane Finley 
will have the power to issue 
"instructions" to her depart¬ 
ment to give priority to cate¬ 
gories of immigrants whose 
job skills are in demand in 
Canada. At the same time, 


she would have the power to 
refuse applications in other 
categories. NDP Leader Jack 
Layton said if Finley is truly 
interested in cutting the 
backlog of more than 900,000 
applicants, she should deploy 
more staff to the busiest of¬ 
fices.

A man arrested for killing 
seven people in a knife ram¬ 
page on a crowded Tokyo 
shopping street posted dozens 
of warning messages on the 
Internet in the hours leading 
up to the attack, Japanese 


media reported yesterday. 

Japanese police arrested a 
25-year-old blood-spattered 
man at the scene for driving a 
truck into a crowd of Sunday 
shoppers in Akihabara, 
Tokyo's biggest electronics 
shopping district, and then 
walking down the street stab¬ 
bing people at random. 

Passersby prayed and 
dropped flowers yesterday at 


the scene of the attack, as a 
bewildered Japan tried to 
make sense of the latest in a 


series of random acts of vio¬ 
lence. 

Before the rampage in Aki¬ 


habara, the arrested man, To- 
mohiro Kato, had warned on 
an Internet site that "I will kill 
people in Akihabara," Japan¬ 
ese media reported. 

"I will crash my car and 
when the car becomes unus¬ 
able, I will use a knife. Good¬ 
bye, everyone!," the man 
wrote on his Internet site 
early Sunday morning, the 
Asahi newspaper said. 


The Mainichi newspaper 
said Tokyo police had heard of 
similar posts on another In¬ 
ternet site, but could not stop 
the attacks. 

Sunday's attack followed 
the killing of one person in a 
random stabbing outside a 
train station north of Tokyo in 
March, while five were hurt 
in a similar attack in January

Obama says he’ll 
tax windfall profits 

ECONOMY Barack Obama 
said yesterday he would im¬ 
pose a windfall profits tax on 
U.S. oil companies as he 
sought political gain from 
Americans' pain over high 
gasoline prices. 

Launching a two-week 
focus on the economy after 
claiming victory in the Demo¬ 
cratic presidential nomina¬ 
tion contest, Obama drew a 
sharp contrast between his 
economic policies and those 
of John McCain, his Republi¬ 
can rival in the election. 

"I'll make oil companies 
like Exxon pay a tax on their 
windfall profits, and we'll use 
the money to help families 
pay for their skyrocketing en¬ 
ergy costs and other bills," 
Obama said. He charged that 
McCain's support for extend¬ 
ing U.S. President George W. 
Bush's tax cuts means he is in 
favour of $2 trillion in corpo¬ 
rate tax breaks, including $ 1.2 
billion for Exxon Mobil Corp.

Roman-era necropolis found 


Archaeologists have discov¬ 
ered a nearly 2,000-year-old, 
intact necropolis on the out¬ 
skirts of Rome that gives a 
rare insight into the lives of 
poor labourers in the Roman 
era. 

The simple burial com¬ 
plex, dating to the 1st and 
2nd century A.D. when the 
Roman empire was at its 
height, held about 320 tombs 
bearing well-preserved 
skeletal remains and arti¬ 
facts like lamps and jewelry 


remains 

The human remains un¬ 
earthed were predomi¬ 
nantly male and displayed 
the effects of back-breaking 
work in humid conditions, 
suggesting they were likely 
workers at port facilities. 


to accompany the dead into 
the afterlife. 

Archaeologists yesterday 
hailed the discovery as sig¬ 
nificant for offering a rare 
glimpse into the beliefs and 


traits of one of the poorest 
sections of Roman society — 
labourers or slaves who 
probably carried merchan¬ 
dise at a nearby port. 

"The predominant aspect 
here is not the recovery of ar¬ 
tifacts but the possibility of 
learning about the daily life 
of a small sample of citizens 
from the lowest levels of so¬ 
ciety during the Roman em¬ 
pire," said Angelo Bottini, 
Rome's archaeology chief.

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Space mission a ‘success’ 


Shuttle scheduled 
to leave space 
station tomorrow 

Space shuttle Discovery as¬ 
tronaut Aldhiko Hoshide un¬ 
folded the International 
Space Station's new Japan¬ 
ese-built robotic arm yester¬ 
day, although there was 
nothing around for 
it to grasp. 

The 33-foot crane 
is part of the elabo¬ 
rate Kibo labora¬ 
tory, which was 
built in Japan and 
installed aboard the 
space station during Discov¬ 
ery's current mission. 

Next year, NASA plans to 
launch an outdoor platform 
with telescopes and science 
experiments that will be 
Kibo's final section. The robot 
arm will be used to tend that 
equipment, saving the time, 
cost and risk of spacewalks 
by astronauts. 

The shuttle crew is nearing 
the end of its nine-day stay at 
the station. Hatches between 
the two ships are scheduled 
to be sealed today and Dis¬ 


covery's departure is planned 
for tomorrow. The shuttle's 
two-week flight is to end Sat¬ 
urday with a touchdown at 
the Kennedy Space Center in 
Florida. 

"The mission has been a 
great success," shuttle com¬ 
mander Mark Kelly said dur¬ 
ing the crew's inflight news 
conference. 

While Hoshide 
tested Japan's new 
crane, crew mates 
Michael Fossum 
and Ronald Garan 
cleaned up from 
their three space- 
walks and began 
packing gear back aboard the 
shuttle. Also returning on the 
shuttle will be station flight 
engineer Garrett Reisman, 
who has been in orbit for 
three months. 

'As far as what I'm looking 
forward to the most, that's 
easy. I can answer that with 
two words and it's Simone 
Francis, who is my wife," 
Reisman said. 

Reismaris replacement, 
Greg Chamitoff, will stay be¬ 
hind for a six-month stint.

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China using up its 
natural resources 


Asian nation can't 
keep up with 
growing economy 

China is drawing on natural 
resources such as farm land, 
timber and water twice as fast 
as they can be renewed in its 
drive for development, a re¬ 
port from Chinese and inter¬ 
national environmentalists 
said yesterday. 

The report said the next 20 
years would be critical to cor¬ 
rect the situation and put the 
Asian giant's burgeoning 
economy, with a rapidly grow¬ 
ing population, on to a sus¬ 
tainable path. 

"China's average ecological 
footprint has doubled since 
the 1960s and now demands 


more than two times what the 
country's ecosystems can sus¬ 
tainably supply," said a sum¬ 
mary of the report, issued by 
the Swiss-based WWF Inter¬ 
national. 

It said China's "footprint"— 
a measure of how much pro¬ 
ductive land and inland water 
resources are used up to sat¬ 
isfy the average current 
lifestyle of each member of the 
population — was running at 
1.6 hectares per person. 

The report was commis¬ 
sioned jointly by the WWF, 
formerly the World Wide Fund 
for Nature, and the China 
Council for International Co¬ 
operation on Environment 
and Development in Beijing.

Booze sales in Canada last 
year grew at their fastest 
pace in four years due in part 
to higher prices and popula¬ 
tion growth, new data from 
Statistics Canada shows. 

Imports rose faster than 
domestic brands, though 
Canadian made products still 
dominate the market, yester¬ 
day's report also revealed. 

Beer remained the No. 1 
alcohol beverage of choice 
but wine continued to grow 
at a faster pace. In Ontario, 
sales of beer actually de¬ 
clined for the first time in 10 
years, the study also said. 

Consumers continued to 
shift away from beer and to- 


red wine 

By dollar amount, red 
wine sales have jumped 
130 per cent since 2000, 
while white wine sales 
are up just 33 per cent. 


ward more wine, particularly 
red wine, the study noted. 
Over the past decade, sales of 
beers have declined to 47 per 
cent while wine grew to 28 
per cent of the market. 

Canadians guzzled $ 18 bil¬ 
lion worth of booze last year, 
an increase of 4.9 per cent 
over 2006. That amounted to 
$667 for every person age 15 
and over, an increase of $22 
per person. The jump was 
due in part to a 1.4 per cent 
rise in the population over 
age 15.

Dutch earn first ever 
Euro Cup win over Italy

The Netherlands lit up Euro 2008 yes¬ 
terday with a landmark performance 
to stun world champions Italy 3-0 
while their wonderful fans delivered 
an example of colourful, noisy but 
peaceful support. 

It was the Netherlands' first win 
over the Italians in nine attempts span¬ 
ning 30 years—their last success com¬ 
ing in the 1978 World Cup — and 
Italy's worst-ever defeat in a European 
Championship. 

It also put the Dutch in early control 
of the fearsome Group C after France 
were earlier held to a 0-0 draw by un¬ 
derdog Romania. 

"I'm happy and proud but it is only a 
first step," said Dutch coach Marco van 
Basten. 

Ruud van Nistelrooy, Wesley Snei¬ 
jder and Giovanni van Bronckhorst 
scored the Dutch goals. 

The Italian team could only apolo¬ 
gize and promise to lift their game. 

"On behalf of my teammates, I feel I 
must apologize to all the fans; they, like 


us, did not expect this result," Italy 
skipper and goalkeeper Gianluigi Buf¬ 
fon told Italian TV 

The 3-0 defeat was Italy's worst 


tournament loss since the 4-1 reverse 
to Brazil in the 1970 World Cup final 
and it left coach Roberto Donadoni 
scratching his head.

Yoga, sex and 
spirit are coming 
together 

Sex, meet spirituality. Spiritu¬ 
ality, meet sex. 

In a growing offshoot of 
the world of yoga, sex and 
spirit are coming together 
again after a long estrange¬ 
ment. 

The most spectacular re¬ 
sult of this climactic coupling 
of intercourse and prayer is 

— of course — transcendent 
orgasms that last longer and 
feel better. 

But that's just the tip of the 
iceberg. Proponents of the 
spiritual approach to sex say 
it offers greater emotional 
awareness, more connected 
relationships, and a greater 
sense of fulfillment in life. 

"People are hungry for 
meaning, for spiritual con¬ 
nection," says Gina Ogden, a 
sex therapist and author of 
several books about the con¬ 
nection between sex and soul. 
"This work offers a model for 
people to channel that which 
moves them most—and that 
might be their sexual energy 

— into a larger container that 
enables them to connect their 
feelings to the rest of their 
lives." 

Influenced by modern psy¬ 
chology as well as ancient 
Eastern traditions, the spiri¬ 
tual approach to sex has 
sparked a startling new con¬ 


versation about the emo¬ 
tional, mystical and spiritual 
powers of an act that has long 
been treated as a physical and 
psychological phenomenon. 

You might have heard of 
Tantric sex and the Kama 
Sutra, but this new wave of 
sexual exploration places 
these ancient practices 
squarely in the present, aim¬ 
ing to help modern couples, 
both straight and gay, find 
sexual satisfaction. 

Nicole Halperris life was 
radically changed when she 
stumbled into the One Taste 
urban retreat in San Fran- 
scisco in 2004. She thought it 
was a hair salon, but stayed 
for a yoga class, then began 
taking courses in sensuality 
and orgasmic meditation. It 
was a whole new world. 

"I'd always felt uncomfort¬ 
able, shame around sex," she 
says. "It felt like something I 
couldn't talk about, some¬ 
thing I had to hide." 

One Taste, a sort of sex re¬ 
search lab with a full calen¬ 
dar of workshops, offered a 
safe place to explore parts of 
herself she'd long ignored. 
Eventually Halpern, 34, gave 
up her job as a political ac¬ 
tivist to become a teacher and 
coach at the centre, and she 
now practises orgasmic med¬ 
itation daily. 

"For me, it's a spiritual 
practice," she says. "I've 
learned not to just use my 
mind as a way to figure 


things out, but to use my 
body as a way to know and to 
have greater understanding." 

Fulfillment spreads out¬ 
ward from orgasm into life. 

"I've become more 
grounded," says Halpern. "I 
know how to channel energy. 
I have greater access to my 
body. I know how to ask for 
the things I want, and I know 
that I can have them." 

The sensuality movement, 
already going strong in the 
U.S., is now starting to put 
down roots here. 


Toronto, Ont.-based yoga 
and Ayurveda teacher 
Matthew Remski recently 
taught a 30-hour course ex¬ 
amining Eastern approaches 
to sex, referring to Ayurvedic, 
Taoist and Tantric texts. 

Remski lived in the U.S. 
and studied yoga all over the 
world, most notably with 
Ayurveda expert David 
Frawley before he opened a 
studio in Toronto last year 
and saw a need for a course 
in sexuality. 

"These days, sex is the sub-

Mood hormone 
may affect weight 

RESEARCH A brain chemi¬ 
cal strongly linked to mood 
and appetite may also di¬ 
rectly affect fat gain, U.S. 
researchers reported re¬ 
cently. 

They said levels of sero¬ 
tonin, the nerve-signalling 
chemical targeted by many 
antidepressants, may also 
direct the body to put 
down fat regardless of how 
much food is eaten. 

"It may be one reason 
diets fail," metabolism ex¬ 
pert Kaveh Ashrafi of the 
University of California, 
San Francisco, who led the 
study, said. 

The findings could lead 
to better diet drugs and 
treatments for diseases like 
diabetes.

Dylan swaps concerts for canvas with 


Bob Dylan, revered as a 
singer, songwriter, author 
and poet, is also an experi¬ 
enced artist, a new exhibition 
of his paintings shows. 

The Halcyon Gallery in 
central London has put on 
display dozens of works by 
the 67-year-old musician, 
mainly vibrant versions in 
water colour and gouache of 
a series of drawings he cre¬ 
ated between 1989 and 1992 


while on tour and in studios. 
The works were published 
in 1994 in a book called 
Drawn Blank, and years 
later Dylan revisited the se¬ 
ries after a curator at an art 
gallery in Chemnitz, Ger¬ 
many, approached him. 

The original drawings 
were digitally scanned and 
in some cases enlarged be¬ 
fore Dylan re-worked them 
using different colour 


schemes. 

The result is The Drawn 
Blank Series, a collection of 
everyday scenes including 
train tracks, portraits, sun¬ 
flowers, wrecked cars, 
trucks, still lifes and semi¬ 
erotic images of a bare- 
breasted woman or sisters in 
various stages of undress. 

Dylan has consistently re¬ 
sisted interpreting his work, 
be it music or art. 


Speaking in the 1990s, 
Dylan explained: "The pur¬ 
pose of my drawings is very 
undefined. They're very per¬ 
sonal drawings." 

And in an interview with 
the Times newspaper to pub¬ 
licise the London show, he 
said any similarities with 
other, better known artists 
was "just by accident and in¬ 
stinctive." 

Dylan also took a swipe at

the music industry. 

"The music world's a 
made-up bunch of hypocriti¬ 
cal rubbish," he told the 
Times. 

'Andthe art world?... Basi¬ 
cally, they are who they say 
they are. They don't pretend. 
And having been in the music 
world most of my life, I can 
tell you it's not that way. 
Let's just say it's less... digni¬ 
fied."
